Learning  by  TV  Humorous,  Painless 


Educational-TV  has  come  into  the  spot- 
light as  of  late,  with  the  teaching  of  some  class- 
es by  television  -in  Arkansas,  and  of  course 
the  Utah  experiment  with  teaching  physics  by 
TV  film  strip.  And  at  the  conclusion  of  a nation 
wide  TV  teaching  experiment,  all  the  states 
adopted  the  plan — except  Utah. 

This  classroom-TV  finds  one  forseeing  the 
time  when  kids  will  get  to  school  early  for 
good  seats  and  stay  late  for  a Rolph  Peterson’s 
“Late,  Late  Arithmetic  Show.”  Or  maybe  Red 
Skelton  will  come  out  with  the  Little  Red 
Schoolhouse”  designed  to  produce  showman- 
ship among  school  teachers. 

And  time  may  even  see  the  Board  of  Ed- 
ucation conducting  a talent  scout  hour  and 
asking  such  questions  as,  “What  have  you 
been  doing?’,,  and  getting  answers  like,  “Oh, 
I’ve  appeared  on  the  BYU  Spelling  Hour,”  or 
maybe,  “I  had  a very  successful  engagement 
on  the  ‘I  Love  Penmanship’  program.” 

RIN  TIN  TIN 

If  the  schools  of  America  ever  work  Rin 
Tin  Tin  in  with  the  geography  lesson  there  will 
be  much  less  hookey-playing,  and  another  long 
stride  on  the  path  of  progress  will  have  been 
taken. 

Punishment  for  rpisconduct  in  the  class- 
room will  obviously  be,  “Stay  after  school 
and  see  a re-run  of  an  old  and  deadly  history 
lesson  50  times.”  Little  Willie  can  keep  in  the 
teacher’s  good  graces  only  by  bringing  her  a 
new  TV  tube  instead  of  a red  apple. 

Seriously,  we  look  for  excellent  results  in 
TV  schoolrooms,  but  there  are  problems.  Sup- 
pose teacher  screens  too  well.  She  may  quit 
school  for  a sponsored  program,  thus  creating 
further  teacher  shortages. 

Then  there  is  the  question  of  how  TV  can 
affect  a schoolmarm’s  personality.  She  may 
swiftly  become  screen  conscious  and  go  all 


out  for  glamour,  adopt  a weird  hairdo  and  be 
fired  by  the  principal  in  a row  over  a V-neck 
gown. 

AND  NEXT  WEEK 
In  the  case  of  a male  teacher  at  the  TV 
telecasting  end  of  the  educational  system,  it 
will  help  if  he  can  ad  lib  or  work  a dramatic 
scene  into  the  lesson  at  a point  where  the 
kids  have  begun  to  yawn.  We  can  see  how 
he  can  make  a terrific  hit  if,  during  the  arith- 
metic course,  he  has  Bob  Hope  or  Perry  Como 
as  a guest  star. 

There  will  be  certain  educational  courses 
so  disliked  by  the  small  fry  that  a teacher  will 
have  trouble  unless  she  dresses  in  western 
garb,  carries  a colt  automatic  and  doe's  a bit 
where  she  rides  in  and  rescues  the  board  of 
education  from  the  Ute  Indians. — UTE  In- 
dians, that  is  if  Utah  ever  accepts  this  method 
of  teaching. 

Good  direction  will  count.  It  will  take 
smart  hands  to  make  a “spectacular”  out  of 
a social  science  course,  or  get  an  off-beat 
quality  into  American  history. 

STUDENTS  LEARN  FASTER 
We  think  the  kids,  generally  speaking,  will 
learn  faster  by  TV.  But  there  will  be  the 
student  who  fliinks  all  his  courses  and  comes 
up  with  the  alibi,  “But  what  else  could  you 
expect?  None  of  the  lessons  were  in  color.’ 
This  new  trend  will  probably  change  the 
song  we  used  to  sing  so  much  while  coming 
up  thru  the  grades. 

Tomorrow’s  kids  will  probably  be  singing 
it  this  way:  Schooldays,  schooldays,  good  old 
golden  rule  days  . - . Readin’  and  ritin’  and 
rithmatic,  taught  with  a TV’s  colorful  kick  . . ; 
You  were  my  pal  through  video  ...  I was  your 
barefoot,  bashful  beau  . . . And  we  studied  on 
the  school’s  “Late,  Late  Show  . . . When  we 
were  a couple  of  kids.”

Court  integration  edict. 

The  results  of  a two-year  study 
of  “white  adult  males”  in  Guil-: 
ford  County,  N.C.  were  summar-  ! 
ized  by  Princeton  anthropologist ; 
Dr.  Melvin  M.  Tumin  in  his  book:  ■ 
“Desegregation:  Resistance  and 
Readiness.” 

HE  CONCLUDES  low  income 
“blue  collar  workers”  with  little 
or  no  education  or  exposure  to 
mass  media  (magazines,  radio,' 
TV)  apparently  compose  the! 
“hard  core  of  resistance”  to  de- 
segregation in  Southern  life. 

— That  southerners  in  Guilford 
County  were  “fairly  uniform  in 
their  high  level  of  prejudice  as 


measured  in  terms  of  the  num- 
ber of  characteristics  on  which 
they  believe  the  Negro  to  be  in- 
ferior by  nature  to  the  White.” 
Few  Take  Stand 

— About  60  percent  of  those 
tested  held  to  a middle-of-the- 
road  position  in  contrast  to  20 
per  cent  willing  to  aid  integra- 
tion and  another  20  per  cent  wil- 
ing to  use  force  if  necessary  to 
stall  racial  mixing. 

— There  is  a significant  rela- 
tionship between  education  and 
prejudice:  “The  greater  the  num- 
ber of  school  years  completed 
the  more  ready  for  desegrega- 
tion,” Dr.  Tumin  said. 

— In  Guilford  County  “al- 
though  the  most  prominent  offi- 
! cial  and  unofficial  leaders  are 
split  on  segregation,  they  are  un- 
animous in  their  willingness  to 
advocate  that  the  community 
obey  the  law  and  follow  the  man- 
date of  the  U.S.  Supreme  Court. 


Differ  from  Little  Rock 

— In  respect  to  leader^ip  and 
■advocacy  of  the  Federal  law, 
“Guilford  County  and  its  leaders 
stand  in  sharp  contrast  to  those 
of  Little  Rock,  Ark.,”  Tumin 
found. 

Tumin  said  he  examined  the 
Southerners  in  five  ways.  These 
included  what  they  thought 
about  Negroes  generally  to  what 
actions  they  might  take  in  a hy- 
pothetical situation  such  as  be- 
ing faced  with  a Negro  in  a res- 
taurant or  bus. 

THEIR  RESPONSES  were 
considered  in  relation  to  11  facts 
about  their  lives. 

These  facts  were:  years  of 
schooling  completed,  exposure 
to  mass  media,  occupation,  in- 
come, number  of  chiidren,  relig- 
ious affiliation,  church  attend- 
ance, urban-rural  residence, 
work  experience,  age  and  occu- 
pational mobility. 


Russia  Learning  if.  Says  Dulles  . . . 

U.  S.  Ahead  in  Weapons  Race 


WASHINGTON  — (UPI)  — 
U.  S.  officials  have  no  doubt  that 
this  country  leads  Russia  in  num- 
bers and  variety  of  nuclear  wea- 
pons. 

But  they  do  not  take  too  much 
comfort  from  that  conviction. 
The  U.S.S.R,,  they  agree,  has 
enough  city-killing  weapons  to 
inflict  millions  of  casualties  upon 
the  United  States  overnight, 

U.S.  Is  Superior 

Secretary  of  State  John  Foster 
Dules  said  Thursday  the  Russ- 
ians might  have  come  to  realize 
U.S.  superiority  in  weapons  de- 
velopment as  a result  of  last  sum- 
mer’s East-West  technical  talks 
at  Geneva  on  how  to  detect  at- 
omic explosions. 

He  made  the  statement  at  a ! 


news  conference  in  explaining 
his  belief  that  Russia  might  be 
trying  to  sabotage  efforts  to  ne- 
gotiate a nuclear  test  ban.  He  did 
not  elaborate  on  his  reference  to 
the  Geneva  meeting. 

But  U.S.  emphasis  on  detection 
of  small  weapons  may  have  in- 
dicated to  the  Russians  that  this 
country’s  technology  is  more  ad- 
vanced than  theirs  in  compara- 
tively low  power  atomic  war- 
heads for  atomic  weapons. 

Bomb  Tests  Numerous 

A simple  comparison  of  explo- 
sion totals  could  also  have  indi- 
cated to  the  Soviets  that  the 
West  is  ahead  of  the  East.  As  of 
late  today  the  officially  confirm- 
ed totals  are; 

U.S.,  127  atomic  • explosions; 


U.S.S.R.,  53;  United  Kingdom,  21. 

Except  for  the  United  King- 
dom, these  totals  are  consider- 
ably under  the  true  ones.  The 
U.S.  total  is  believed  on  good 
authority  to  be  closer  to  150  and 
Russia’s  to  69. 

Past  and  current  tests  indicate 
that  Russia  has  placed  more  of 
its  bets  on  weapons  in  the  meg- 
aton range — that  is,  weapons 
equal  in  power  to  millions  of 
tons  of  TNT. 

This  country,  on  the  other 
hand,  has  pushed  development 
over  the  entire  range  from  sub- 
kiloton  weapons,  equal  to  less 
than  1,000  tons  of  TNT,  to  mul- 
ti-megaton warheads.

Dear  Editor: 

I was  more  than  somewhat  in- 
terested in  your  recent  series  of 
articles  by  the  inmate  librarian 
at  the  Point-of-the-Mountain. 
About  three  weeks  ago  I had  the 
opportunity  of  talking  and  visit- 
ing with  him  and  many  other  in- 
mates during  a session  of  their 
Toastmasters  Club. 

The  club  is  a select  group  of 
prisoners  who  meet  once  a week 
to  improve  their  public  speaking 
and  command  of  the  English 
language.  At  the  invitation  of  the 
prison  group,  of  which  the  lib- 
rarian is  president,  six  visitors 
are  invited  to  mingle  freely  and 
participate  with  the  prisoners. 
The  meeting  is  conducted  by  the 
president  or  the  vice-president 
and  an  invocation  forms  part  of 
the  preliminaries. 

Give  Speeches 

“Table  Topics,”  or,  what  am- 
ounts to  a number  of  short  ex- 
temporaneous speeches,  is  the 
first  item  on  the  program.  This 
is  followed  by  five  inmate  speak- 
ers who  are  judged  on  deliver- 
ance, organization,  improvement 
over  previous  speeches,  etc.  One 
of  the  five  speakers  is  acclaim- 
ed the  best  speaker  of  the  even- 
ing and  an  inmate  is  given  time 
to  correct  grammatical  errors. 

One  of  the  guests  is  usually 
invited  to  speak.  No  guards  are 
present  and  at  first  I had  a ra- 
ther unsure  feeling  as  to  my  at- 
titude. This,  however,  was  soon 
dispelled  by  the  friendly,  con- 
genial atmosphere  of  the  inmates 
and  as  the  evening  progressed  I 
was  amazed  at  their  desire  to 
learn  and  to  improve  themselves.

Fake  Surgery 
Fools  Patients 


SAN  FRANCISCO  (UPI)— A 
group  of  patients  bedridden  with 
a particular  heart  condition  lost 
their  pain  and  returned  to  work 
after  being  fooled  into  thinking 
they  had  undergone ' corrective 
surgery,  it  was  reported  at  the 
American  Heart  Association  sci- 
entific meeting  yesterday. 

The  research  reported  here  in- 
volved 35  angina  patients  in 
each  city.  All  were  incapacitated 
by  the  disease.  They  were  told 
they  were  to  undergo  the  cor- 
, rective  surgery  and  the  opera- 
tion was  actually  carried  out  on 
half.ihe  patients.  In  the  others 
the  .chest  was  simply'  opened 
and  closed  again  without  any 
Surgery  on  the  blood  vessels. 

It  turned  out  that  among  those 
“cured”  just  as  many  were  from 
the  group  that  had 'sham  opera- 
tions as  from  the  group  that  had 
the  heart  aurgery.

Thomas  R.  Stone  is  the  1958- 
59  Associated  Students  of  Brig- 
ham Young  University  presi- 
dent. 

In  qualifying  for  his  present 
duties,  Tom  presents  a glowing 
past.  In  high  school,  he  was  pres- 
ident of  the  sophomore,  junior 
and  senior  classes;  and'  was 
awarded  scholarships  for  lead- 
ership. He  organized  and  led  his 
own  dance  orchestra  from  1948 
to  1953. 

He  attended  the  University  of 
California  at  Berkeley  from 
1952-53.  While  there  he  major- 
ed in  music,  and  became  affiliat- 
ed with  the  Phi  Gamma  Delta 
national  fraternity. 

From  1955-57  Tom  served  as 
a missionary  in  Tahiti  for  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints.

Pie  has  appeared 
in  many  BYU  dramatic  produc- 
tions and  was  awarded  the  “best 
supporting  actor”  trophy  for  his 
performance  in  “The  Taming  of 
the  Shrew.”
